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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

1 . Claims 54-56 and 67-69 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed 
invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. The term Medium is described in 
the specification in paragraphs 1 19 and 1 148 in such a way that it could include 
transmission (i.e. non-physical, and hence non-statutory) embodiments. 

2. The specification should be amended to clearly indicate that the media are 
physical products. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-10,1 3-34, 36-45,51 -53,57-66,70-72 are allowed for reasons presented 
in applicant's response. 

Response to Amendment 

4. Applicant's arguments filed December 26, 2007 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

5. Applicant cannot remove the rejection under 101 , which is based on the definition 
of media presented in the specification without amending the specification to remove 
the non-statutory definition.
